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THE TAX RATE 


With luck, and the help of “certain 


credits” of more or less uncertain depend- | 


ability, the commissioners think they can 
get through the year with a tax rate only 
one mill higher than that of last year, 
and the city council took them at their 
word and fixed the rate at 47.5. 

On the face of it, this looks rather like 
budgeting for an overdraft at the end of 
the year. Certainly if a one mill increase 
was all that was thought to be necessary, 
the wisdom of taking so long to strike the 
rate is not apparent. The city has got 
more than a mill's worth of bad publicity 
from the delay and the jangling. 

A one-mill increase in the rate means 
one dollar more on the tax bill for every 
thousand dollars of assessment. There is 
nothing alarming in that; in a city that is 
steadily over-hauling the neglect of years 
in the making of improvements and which 
had to spend $40,000 in unemployment re- 
lief during the past winter. Council has 
done a good deal more worrying over the 
increase than the taxpayers are likely to 
do. 

Incidentally, that odd half-mill could 
probably have been kept off this year's 
rate if council had got down to business 
two months ago, struck the rate then and 
commenced to collect the year’s taxes. 
While council has been shivering for weeks
